ugont. The petition bears the signatures 
ot several prominent citizens of Madison, 
beside tho names of some ot the state 
officers, uud three judges ot tho supremo 
bench. This action on tho part of Col- 
onel Reynolds' friends, will be taken as 
au acknowledgment that ho is guilty of 
th<i crime charged against him. OC course 
this is done purely through sympathy 
for an old friend, and on account o£ his 
aga, which is somewhere near throe score 
years and ten. But oven thcso reasons 
will hardly justify them iu compromis- 
ing such a crirno as Colonel Reyuol ds hits 
committed. 


There is a bill before tho legislature 


which provides for tho establishment of 
an asylum for tho chronic insane m tliis 
stato. The bill was introduced by Mr. 
Dawson, member of the assembly from 
LaOrosse. and iu general terms provides 
for tho location of au asylum for the 
ahronic insane in the western part o! tho 
stats, and an appropriation of $120,000 
for tho building is provided for. 
Tho 


bdl also provides for tbo creation of a 
board of commissioners, consisting of the 
wuperintendonts of the two stato insane 
hospitals, tho president of tho stato med- 
ical society and four additional members 
to be appointed by the governor. The 
board thus created is required to select a 
site witbiu sixty days after the passage of 
tho aot, containing not loss than 120 acres 
ot land and not to exceed 310,000 in price. 


PAOPEES AND CBISHNALS IN WISCONSIN 


The stats board of charities and reform 


will soon iaauo its twelfth annual report, 
and will contain some interesting statis- 
tics regarding pauperism and crime in 
this state. The state prison being under 
the charge of the state board of control, 
the board of charities have nothing to do 
with that institution, but have charge of 
C2 couuty jails, and 8 police stations. Tho 
report closes with the 30th of last Sep- 
tember, and at that time there were con- 
fined in jails and station'houses in this 
state CO! persons, 465 males, and .26 
females. But during the year there had 
been in the jails and station houses iu 
the- state, 17,173 persons, and of this 
number 16,829 were males and only 314 
females. This may seem to some to bo a 
largo number to be confined in the jails 
of the stato during ono year, but the 
board made a special note of the fact 
that the number is less than tho average 
ia other states. 


Tho board reports that there is an in- 


crease of vagrancy in the state, and tho 
Gazette regrets to say that this increase 
is reported to bo mainly in the southwost- 
ern portion of tho state "where, last year, 
nine counties returned 2,085 commitments 
for this ofl'euse, which is about 92 per 
cent of the whole,—while in 30 counties, 
more than ene-halC the number, there 
were no convictions whatever for vagran- 
cy. The board reports that the vagrancy 
laws of. tho stato are ample in their scope, 
but in several counties, notably Kenosha, 
Kacine, Waukesha, \Vinnebago, Jeffer- 
aon and Kock, vagrancy haa been openly 
encouraged by tho officials, iu order to 
swell tho latter's fee bills, the jails being 
made tho favorite resort of tramps, espe- 
cially in winter, all severity being re- 
moved, and the inmates comfortably 
clothed and fed." 


Of course tho state board of charities 


sharply reprimands the 
officials 
en- 


gaged in this practice, nnd suggets that 
tramps and habitual drunkards .be sen- 
tenced for long terms to the stato prison 
where hard labor will actually be enforced 
upon them. 


Tho poor houses of the state are re- 


ported to be in good condition aud are an 
improvement 
on 
those 
of 
former 


years, 
in 
cleanliness 
and 
manage- 


ment. The board makes special note ol 
tho fact that it has been several years 
since a child has been born in a Wiscon- 
sin poorhouse. The cost of pauptrism 
in this state for 1382 was S404.122, As to 
the o«unty insane asylum the board says: 
"The board still keeps up its faith in 
county hospitals for tho ohrouio insane 
and reports such institutions iu success- 
ful operation, under its close guidance, 
in'Brown, Jefferson, Bock, Sheboygan,

Shortly since, boing about to bo married, slis 
called for hor savings, intending te use them in 
preparing her bridal outfit and furnishing a 
homo, bnt was met with tho intelligence thai 
she could draw nothing. 


It is generally believed that tho disaster ia 


not of recent cause, but is tho culmination of 
several years' gradual depreciation of the af- 
fairs of the sooioty. When the city was lirst 
formed tho Catholics began to deposit their 
savings with Mr, O'Donuell, a man who to 
this day is oiioken of with reverence by Catho- 
lics and 1'rotostants alil;o. Hb death occurred 
in 1SS1, and a lie-licit of 3100,000 is said to have 
existed then. The imprest paid has alwava 
boon largo, equal or uxcuodini; (; percent., aiid 
tho deposits liuve not geiieni.il>' been well in- 
vested. Tho result has been that a consider- 
able portion of the deposits has been paid out

Water IVorlis. 


Another amendment to our city char- 


ter has been prepared and handed to 
Colonel Britton, our member of the as- 
sembly, accompanied by a petition signed 
by one hundred and eighty-six tax pay- 
ers, asking for its passage. The bill dif- 
fers from the other inasmuch as it pro" 
vides for five water-commissioners, who 
are elected by the people in the city at 
large, and who hold their offices respect- 
ively for one, two, three, four and five 
years. The commissioners have-the gen- 
eral control of the building and opera- 
ting of the water works, subject to the 
concurrent action of the common council. 
The common council have ths power to 
issue bonds arsd borrow money not to ex- 
ceed $115,000 for the purpose ot construc- 
ting the works. A proviso is attached to 
this amendment that no indebtedness 
shall be incurred or contracts entered in- 
to, unless a majority Df the tax payers in 
the city shall first sign a petition to tbe 
common council asking the construction 
of the proposed works. This bill seem 
to moot rnanv ot the objections raisei 
against the former bills, and with a fe\ 
minor alterations, we soo no reason wh> 
it should not be passed. It is oviden 
that sooner or latter the city will bi 
obliged to construct a system- of wate 
works, :iud it will certainly do no barn 
to have a law passed by the legislatun 
giving the people ths power to construe 
such works whenever they shall vote t 
do so. There are now pending in th 
legislature two bills, both amending th 
city charter, and it is proposed to attacl 
this bill to ouo as an amendment, ain 
thus liavo it pass at this session of th 
legislature. 


AXOTIIEll ASIESDME-NT. 


Another nmoudment was handed tt 


Colonel Britton, this afternoon, with 
ro.]iu'St that it bo passed by tho legisla 
tiire. Thin amendment so alters the cil> 
charter that tbe street commissioner wit 
hereafter be elected by the people iuateai 
ot by the common council, aud it also 
abolishes the office of school commis 
siouer at large. Tho Gazette
